To  locate  desirable  virgin  areas  of  superior 
stock  necessity  took  us  to  the  mountains  of 
West  Virginia,  Virginia,  and  North  Carolina. 
It.  Is  erroneous  that  plants  collected  from 
the  Southern  Appalachian  range  at  altitudes 
of  from  26uG  to  5000  reet  are  not  hardy  in 
northern  climates.  90%  of  our  shipments  for 
years  past  have  been  from  that  region,  and 
have  given  as  satisfactory  results  as  those 
formerly  from  the  Pennsylvania  or  the  New 
York  mountains. 

We  are  able  to  supply  super-specimen  grade 
of  plants  in  practically  all  varieties.  These 
are  not  listed,  but  we  would  be  glad  to  figure 
on  any  requirements  for  large  exceptional 
plants. 

Prospective  customers  are  requested  to  fully 
satisfy  themselves  in  advance  as  to  just  what 
constitutes  a  collected  plant.  Many  first  pur¬ 
chasers  expect  to  receive  plants  similar  to 
Hybrids  formerly  imported  from  Europe, 
whereas  the  American  collected  plant  is  con¬ 
siderably  heavier  and  bulkier,  and  in  general 
quite  unlike  the  Hybrid. 

The  use  of  nursery  grown  plants  in  the 
instances  of  Azaleas,  Rhododendron  Carolinia- 
num  and  Rhododendron  Minus,  for  foundation 
plantings  or  any  formal  work  is  recommended. 
The  natural  tendency  of  all  these  plants  is  to 
reach  for  the  light  and  they  are  accordingly 
more  or  less  thin  and  leggy. 

Collected  Andromeda  Floribunda  due  to  the 
nature  of  its  root  system  is  not  giving  very 
good  results  after  transplanting,  and  the  loss 
has  been  such  that  we  comment  on  it  for  your 
guidance. 

Our  stock  is  large  and  as  good  as  the  best, 
and  the  foregoing  is  offered  as  a  general  ob¬ 
servation  and  to  prevent  later  dissatisfaction. 
We  do  not  seek  to  discourage  purchase  of 
collected  stock,  rather  to  prevent  exaggerated 
expectancy.
